The Polish negotiations ars 
believed to be in their final phase, 
savs an A.P. correspondent in Mos- 
cow. The fact that the British and 
Russians are placing such emphasis 
on a settlement indicates that the 
problem is nearer solution than it 
was when the conversations began.

é“ Backward ”’ 


The circular from the Department 
of Education to Vocational Educa- 
tion Committee, which was discussed 
on the motion on the adjournment 
in the Dail on Wednesday, reads as 
follows:— ) 

“Where a teacher is proficient to 
give instruction through Irish, 
arrangements should be made, at the 
beginning of the session at each 
relevant centre, for holding a written 
and oral test in Irish to determine 
the knowledge of prospective 
students. Marks should be allotted 
on a basis of 60 for the oral part 
of the examination and 40 for the 
written test, out of a total of 100 
marks. 

“If the results show that at least 
two-thirds of the students are 
capable of assimilating instruction 
through Irish the instruction should 
be mainly through that medium. 
The remaining students, if any, can 
be dealt with in the same manner 
as backward students are dealt with 
in all classes.”

Earlier German messages quoted 
by Reuter said that massive tank 
and infantry forces “swept over” 
Evdtkuhnen and left it behind to 
penetrate several kilometres into 
German territory. 

Max Krull, the German News 
Agency war correspondent, reported 
last night that the Russians. who 
have punched their way through to 
East Prussia, are “hitting out 
Straight into the face of the de- 


erman front by simultaneous! 


fenders a mortal knock-out blow if 
they succeed.” 

To the south a great “ pincers” 
round the Germans and Hungarians 
still in Northern Transylvania is 
being closed by General Petrov’s 
southward drives ftom the Car- 
pathians and Malinovsky’s forces 
pushing north, says Reuter’s special 
correspondent. Petrov’s spearheads 
are deep into Slovak territory, and 
are stated to be now linking up into 
a single great striking force. They 
are less than 35 miles from Chust— 
main town of Ruthenia, at the 
eastern tip of Czechoslovakia, 
Says this correspondent. 

‘The German position at Bel- 
grade has become acute in the past 
24 hours,” the German ews 
Agency stated last night. 

In Hungary, said Von Hammer. 
in the area from east of 
Debreczen to the wooded Car- 
pathians, German troops are 
withdrawing towards the north. 
Von Hammer also reported that 

near Kirkenes (in Norway) the 
Russians continued their efforts to 
break through, and managed to in- 
filtrate in this vast tundra area. 

The Soviet communiqué reported 
advances N.W. of Mitau, south of 
Debreczen. in Northern Transyl- 
vania, and in Czech territory, in 
conjunction with Rumanian forces.

| Ds GOEBBELS. in his weekly 
“Das Reich* article“warns the 
Germans against war weariness and 
its consequences, says Reuter. 

“It is only ‘natural that a war 

which has lasted ower five. years, and 
which has exacted such severe de- 
mands from each one of us, should 
consume the energy of a mighty and 
strong people,” he writes. 
_ “ But this is po excuse for becom- 
ing weary, and sitting back with our 
hands in our lap. Those who be- 
come resigned are lost. We have 
seen it happen to other great 
nations, and they have had to pay 
dearly for their failure. 

“A people left to the mercies of 
our enemies would soon go down in 
chaos. It is our task to prevent this 
—it will, of course, mean sacrifice, 
but it must be done. Those respon- 
sible must not relax their efforts. 
They must not put off the fight to a 
later date; it must be fought and 
won now. 

“World history knows of no 
more devilish plans for the 
systematic butchery of a great 
Kulturvolk than the plans designed 
by the Allies for the destruction of 
the German people. These plans 
are no mere theory. They have 
already, wherever possible, been 
ut into practice. That we know 
rom the appalling reports which 
have come to our ears from the 
parts of Europe under the heel of 
our enemies.”

Bologna Highway 
Threatened 


GAINST> bitter: German resist- 

ance, the Allied advance is 
moving steadily towards the great 
arterial highway from the Adria- 
tic to Bologna along all its length, 
states Reuter’s special correspon- 
dent at Allied Italian H.Q. Eighth 
Army troops are slowly overcoming 
a determined defence at Cesena, 19 
miles from Rimini, and have 
brought their ever-tightening arc to 
within less than two miles of the 
town. Along the Florence-Bologna 
road extremely heavy fighting is 
going on, with the Germans blast- 
ing away at the Fifth Army with 
greater artillery strength than has 
ever before been massed against 
them. 

The Eighth Army has advanced 
four miles through mountain passes 
to the Galeata area, eight miles 
from Mussolini's birthplace at Pre- 
dappio. Galeata is a good road 
centre. 

The Fifth Arms in the main 
attack on Bologna has made limited 
advances after a day of very heavy 
fighting.

TOKYO REPORTS INVASION 
OF PHILIPPINE ISLAND 


BY US. 


MERICAN LANDINGS ON SULNAN, A TINY BUT 
IMPORTANT ISLAND ON THE EASTERN FRINGE 
OF THE CENTRAL PHILIPPINES, WERE REPORTED BY 


TOKYO YESTERDAY. 


This news—although, so far, un- 
confirmed by Allied sources — 
follows continued heavy air-attacks 
on Formosa, the supply base 
between the Philippines and the 


Japanese mainland. 
e Japanese report, contained in 

a message from Manila, said that 
“enemy forces started landing 
operations on Tuesday morning.” 

Another Japanese broadcast, also 
unconfirmed, said that an Allied 
fleet sailed the same day into the 
Gulf of Leyte — the entrance to 
which Suluan guards—and bombed 
and shelled the coasts, and, accord- 
ing to the Japanese News Agency, 
American forces “ attempted a land- 
ing” on the island of Leyte. 

“From the following afternoon,” 
said the Agency, “the enemy 
started to bombard Leyte Island 
from sea and air in an attempt to 
land,” the Japanese report said, 
adding that Allied aircraft based on 
airfields in Morota Island (about 
600 miles south of Leyte) and the 
Palau group (about 550 miles south- 
west of Leyte) are taking part in 
the “invasion operation.”

Chester Nimitz’s Headquarters, 
issued in Washington this morning, 
reported that carrier aircraft of the 
Pacific Fleet on October 16th, 17th 
and 18th, “continued to attack
